Dr. Brougher 

It was a rare privilege to have 
two men of the calil>er of I)i'. .1.

Joseph Scott on one program. | 
Dr. Brougher broke one of his| 
rules, not to accept speaking en-! 
gagements foi- Saturday nights,! 
and if there was any reward in! 
having an appreciative audience 
he certainly had it. 

Funny and .serious by turns. 
Dr. Brougher drove home his 
arguments in masterful style. 
He paid particulai’ attention to 
the “father and .son” movement 
and the need for closer I’clations 
between men and boy.s. Too 
often the fathei’ is a compaia- 
tive stranger to his own .sons, 
'i’he relations of confidence and 
under.standing are lacking and 
in the time when the boy most 
needs counsel he is unable to go 
to the one man of all who should 
l>e able to give it. Such a life 
as to command the respect and 
admiration of sons was made 
plain as an absolute preieiiuisite 
for such relations. The whole 
address was pitched in a highly 
liatriotic key, making full use of 
the demands of the pre.sent day 
upon the manhood of the laml. 

Patriotic 

Hon. Joesph Scott lived up to 
liis reputation as a patriotic 
orator of the very first class. Ai>, 
chairman of the Southern Cali- 
foinia exemption board he has 
been brought in close touch with 
the war needs of the country, a.s- 
pecially in respect to the morale 
of the populace. He succeeded 
Col. W. H. Holabird in that of¬ 
fice and he paid high triliute to 
Col. Holabird for his public 
pati'iotic services, congratulat¬ 
ing Sierra Madre on ac<iuiring 
him as a citizen. 

If there had been a slacker or 
an enemy sympathizer present 
he would have had an uncom¬ 
fortable evening. Mr. Scott’s 
talk was a trumpet blast for ev- 
ei'y man and boy to .shoulder his 
.share of responsibility for win¬ 
ning the war. At the same time 
he cleverly w’ove throughout it 
the necessity for making real 
and tangible the father and son 
idea.

C. Guggenheimer of Buffalo, N. 
Y., and Mr. Tollman II. Trask of 
l/)s Angeles. They six)ke briefly 
l)y way of explaining the Scout 
idea, and were supplemented by 
Mr. Essick who told of the needs 
of the local Scouts, an opportun¬ 
ity being given for making sub- 
sci'iptions for necessary pur¬ 
poses in the excellent work.

COOKING SCHOOL HERE 

BEGINNING TUESDAY 

Proceeds of Series to be Given 
For the Red Cross 
Work 

There will be a cooking school 
in Siena Madie four days next 
week, beginning Tue.sday after¬ 
noon and ending Friday after¬ 
noon. It will be held in the stoio 
room at No. 12 North Baldwin 
Ave. W’omen of Sierra Madie 
will be shown how to prepare a 
viuiety of foods using the pro¬ 
portions of sugar, white flour 
and meats prescribed by the 
Food Administration, and also 
how to save more of these 
articles than has been suggested 
by the food authorities. 

Famous Chef 

The demonstration will be 
made by Arthur L. Wyman, a 
noted chef of more than 20 years 
experience in hotel and cafe ca¬ 
tering, who, each afternoon, will 
prepare tempting dishes for the 
housewives of Sierra Madre. The 
conservation of wheat flour and 
sugar in all dishes, e.siiecially in 
bread, pies and cakes, is a fea- 
tuie of Chef Wyman’s demon¬ 
stration. The food will lie sold 
for the benefit of the Red Cross. 

This cour.se is given by the 
Southein California Edison Co., 
this company iici forming a real 
public service by a.ssuming all 
expenses. 

Excels Orders 

Saving of 20 per cent of wheat 
flour is demanded by the food 
jidministration. Wyman has de- 
vi.sod a recipe for bread in which 
he saves .^>0 ix?r cent. 

“I u.se half white (lour, says 
the chef, and the other half a 
substitute. 1 call it ‘,")0-.50’ 
liread.” 

“What I call my Liberty Pie 
is another white flour .saver. 1 
u.se half wheat and half rye for 
flour. .As for sugar, I have had 
a bowl of it on my table for 
thiee weeks, and in that time 
I have used but one cup of it in 
dozens of demonstrations. 

“Sugar isn’t the only sweet¬ 
ening substance that may be 
used. People forget honey, syr¬ 
ups and othei’ things that are 
as good, some better. 

“For instance, take a pint 
jar of pre.served fruit. Many 
people never knew that the fruit 
syrup that is usually thrown 
away is .'>() per cent sugar, and 
may lie used as such. In my ex- 
IKu iments I oikui a jar of fruit 
and with the syrup I can make 
dozens of little cakes and tarts.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Wyman have 
toured Southern California four 
years, demonstiating food val¬ 
ues and con.servation. 

A book of food consei vation 
reciix's will be presented to each 
lady attending, by Chef V\'yman.
